When it is taken 
into consideration that registration figures cover only 
the domestic market while production figures cover the 
world market, the trend to reduced dealer inventories 
is immediately apparent. In normal averages domestic 
sales account for approximately 82 per cent of the en- 
tire production. General Motors sales to consumers 
in the United States during August, as previously re- 
ported, reached a total of 86,258 units as against sales 
to dealers in the United States of 87,429.
